Laurentian University is go- 
ing through a comprehensive review 
of student services. The Maclean's 
survey of universities (take it from 
whence it comes) said that good 'ol 
L.U. spends less than any other uni- 
versity on student services at 3.7% of 
the total budget. Hence the review. 

Some of the things that the 
review is doing is to talk to focus 
groups and hand out surveys to deter- 
mine what the students feel should be 
improved, added or scrapped all to- 
gether.

The term "student" implies 
that these services are here for you . In 
the past they have included such 
things as the Counseling and Re- 
source Centre, the Placement Centre, 
Peer Assistants, Special Needs, and 
Native Student Services. While I am 
yet to see a copy of the survey, I 
would imagine these are the types of 
things you will be asked to look at. 

There is, however, another 
aspect to this kind of study which is 
now being addressed by an ad hoc 
committee of the university senate.

In my own opinion, the time 
to look at the abuses on student rights 
has long since past. I have heard too 
many stories from friends, co-work- 
ers and concerned students about how 
somebody in the administration or 
faculty jerked them around and caused 
them a great deal of grief. Don't get 
me wrong, I think we are lucky at 
L.U. to have such a high caliber of 
professionals working here, but for 
every five of those there's one rotter 
who going to abuse his/her power. 
This committee wants to hear your 
stories of these abuses, and I know 
you all have at least one. 

Students at Laurentian are in- 
credibly modest. We could have a 
great deal of control on what goes on 
in this university if only we stand up 
and take the responsibility for mak- 



ing the changes we want to see made. 
Talk to your representatives on the 
SGA, AEF, GSA or ALPS Boards;

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Students Face Bleak Job Market In 1995

Unemployment among stu- 
dents continues to be a sen 
ous problem in this prov- 
ince as the jobless rate of those aged 
15 to 24 jumped to 16.5% in October 
from 15.8% in September of 1994. 
graduates are also struggling as the 
youth unemployment rate for those 
with a university degree has risen to 
9.4% in 1 994 from 6.4% in 1990. 

Ontario's youth is still bat 
tered by the recession, as 
adult employment rose al- 
most half a million from two years 
ago and is about 5% above its 1 989 
peak. "It's discouraging to find that 
there has been no improvement in the 
youth unemployment rate during 
1994," said Kevin Makra, president 
of the Student Employment Network. 

In fact, Ontario's jobless rate is fall- 
ing largely due to the number of young 
people who have simply dropped out 




of the labour force over the past year. 
The most recent drop in the prov- 
ince's unemployment rate is being 
attributed to the 37,000 men and 
women under 25, who have decided 
to stop looking for work. Competi- 
tion is so intense that students are 
losing entry-level jobs to adults with 



years of experience and skills. 

The Student Employment Net 
work has been dedicated to 
responding to the needs of 
discouraged youth looking for jobs. 
"Although more youths are staying 
in school'to secure valuable jobs upon 



White paper Policy

OTTAWA - A new direction for 
smaller, more flexible Canadian 
armed forces was revealed today as 
the Ministerof National Defense, the 
Honorable David Collenette, tabled 
the Government's new White Paper 
on Defense. 

The White Paperexamines the 
present and future challenges facing 
Canada and its armed forces in an 
unstable and unpredictable world. 
Within the context of the fiscal reali- 
ties confronting Canada, it sets out 
new directions and priorities for the 
military. 

The new policy represents a 
fundamental change in Canadian de- 
fence. It calls for leaner but better 
managed multi-purpose combat-ca- 
pable forces to protect Canada's se- 
curity at home and to support Cana- 
da's multilateral peace and security 
interests and responsibilities abroad. 
This will be accomplished through 
more effective participation in the 
UN, NORAD, and NATO. Canada 
will remain a full member of NATO 
but with a reorientation of some of its 
peacetime military commitments to 
the Alliance. 

The new policy places greater 
emphasis on peacekeeping which will 
result in an additional 3,000 person- 
nel being assigned to the army's field 
force to meet growing peacekeeping 
demands. Canada will also increase 
its commitment of standby land, sea 
and air forces to the UN. The White 
X Paper I ists a number of key princ iples 
and essential operational considera- 
tions for involvement in overseas mis- 
sions. 

"We will have a military in 
step with the 21 st century, protecting 
Canadians and upholding our values 
and vital security interests, domesti- 
cally and internationally," said Mr. 




Collenette. 

"The new policy respects the 
Government' s commitment to reduc- 
ing the deficit," said Mr. Collenette. 
"To enable us to meet defence re- 
quirements in the post-Cold War era, 
the Department of National Defence 
and the Canadian Forces will funda- 
mentally change the way they do 
business in the coming years." 

Under the policy, the defence 
program will be substantially revised 
to reflect only the most essential pri- 
orities. Major curse to military head- 
quarters and support activities will 
allow more resources to be devoted 
to combat forces. 

The White Paper emphasizes 
the move toward better business prac- 
tices in procurement policy, with 
greater reliance on buying equipment 
"off-the-shelf. Only those major 
capital projects vital to Canadian 
Forces operations will be pursued. 
Immediate priority will be given to 



replace the aging 
shipbome Sea King 
helicopters and Lab- 
rador search and res- 
cue helicopters; and 
to acquire new 
armored personnel 
carriers for the army. 
In addition, we will 
explore the possibil- 
ity of acquiring four 
used UK subma- 
rines, if they prove 
to be affordable. 

The White Pa- 
per was developed 
after months of pub- 
lic consultation by 
the special Joint 
Committee on 
Canada's Defence 
Policy. The Parlia- 
mentary committee 
heard witnesses, re- 
viewed submis- 
sions, conferred 
with officials from 
NATO, NORAD 
and the UN, and visited Canadian 
peacekeepers on actual operations. 
Their report played a major part in 
shaping the new defence policy. The 
work of the Special Joint Committee 
Reviewing Canada's Foreign Policy, 
too, was taken into account. 

Defence Minister Collenette 
also personally consulted with many 
groups and individuals. Within the 
Department of National Defence he 
sought the advice of military com- 
manders and civilian officials. "Ca- 
nadians from across the country have 
had an unprecedented opportunity to 
provide input to the White Paper," 
said Mr. Collenette. 

"Canadians can take pride in a 
new defence policy that meets Cana- 
da's needs and fulfills our obliga- 
tions to the nation to our men and 
women in uniform, and to our al lies," 
said Mr. Collenette. "The new policy 
is effective, realistic and affordable."

The information includes company 
profiles with academic qualifications 
required by each employer, and goes 
a step beyond to include specific per- 
sonal skills they desire in an em- 
ployee. The guide gives students the 
extra edge necessary in today'scom- 
petitive job market. 

The Student Employment Net 
work is an organization com 
mitted to providing students 
with a practical, on-going source of 
employment information. The firm 
was created by Kevin E. Makra, a 
recent graduate of the University of 
Toronto. The company works closely 
with university and college career 
addressing the employment needs of 
youth.

Accommodates Many

In the month of December, 
the Laurent ian Special Needs Office 
serviced over one hundred students.

Although the 
Special Needs Office managed to 
accommodate all of its students, there 
were many late inquiries.

These last- 
minute requests by students, placed 
tremendous pressure on the Special 
Needs Office to make proper accom- 
modations. 

In order to follow the proper 
procedures required in the special 
needs accomm<xlation process, stu- 
dents must understand and fulfill the 
responsibilities set out by the Special 
Needs Office. The Special Needs 
Office would appreciate the coopera- 
tion of all special needs students to 
review and follow the ensuing crite- 
ria: 

IDENTIFICATION AND STU- 
DENTS RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
SPECIAL NEEDS 

I . It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dents to identify their needs with the 
Special Needs Office to ensure ap- 
propriate accommodation. 



2. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to provide the Special Needs 
Office with all appropriate medical 
documentation of their disability. 

3. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to explore and review the possi- 
ble avenues of accommodations re- 
quired, with the Special Needs Of- 
fice. 

4. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to inform the Special Needs 
Office of courses in which they are 
registered. 

5. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to inform the Special Needs 
Office in the event of any course 
changes or withdrawals. 

6. The coordinator of Special Needs 
will provide the student with a memo 
which specifies the accommodations 
which they require, to be forwarded 
to all of their professors. 

7. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to discuss their accommodations 
with their professor. The Coordina- 
tor will intervene if the student re- 
quires any assistance. 

8. It is the responsibility of the stu- 
dent to inform the Special Needs 
Office one week prior to tests, and 
five weeks prior to examinations to 
insure the needed accommodations 
can be met.

Our 
society has been operating with this 
belief for quite some time and one 
can see what is happening. You don't 
have to use your imagination. 

At any rate, mull these over 
and take the Women's Cen 
tre advice when repeating 
affirmations out loud. In this case, 
the affirmations are time tested and 
work. Enjoy.

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Linking Biology To Sexual Orientation: 

The Politics Of Understanding IHomosexuality

Sexual orientation - to the 
same sex or to the opposite - sparks 
continuous debate amongst scientists 
and iay people alike about the impor- 
tance and value of linking sexual 
preference to genes. 

The findings last month of 
McMaster University researcher 
Sandra Witelson are only the latest in 
a growing body of scientific data 
seeking to demonstrate that genes lie 
at the root of homosexuality. 

Laboratory research in the past 
ten years, still in its infancy, provides 
strong evidence that, though no spe- 
cific conclusions may be drawn yet, 
there are at least some biological fac- 
tors contributing to sexual 'orienta- 
tion, but, so far, there is little consen- 
sus in neither the scientific or gay 
communities when it comes to ques- 
tions of what will be done with this 
information, of what the implications 
of it are, of who is responsible for the 
effects of this research, and even of 
why it's being done. 

Biology vs environment 

Witelson ' s research found that 
there was, between homosexuals and 
heterosexuals, a size difference in the 
isthmus of the corpus callosum, the 
passageway running between the right 



with colleagues at her university and 
researchers at the Sunnybrook Health 
Science Centre in Toronto, scanned 
the brains of 10 heterosexual and 1 1 
homosexual men, and found that isth- 
mus in gay men was 1 3% thicker than 
in heterosexual men. But some gay 
men possessed a thinner isthmus than 
did heterosexual men. 

The idea that biology plays a 
role "clearly does not mean that envi- 
ronment is irrelevant, but what it 
means is that environment is not the 
whole story," Witelson said at an 
aimual meeting of the Society for 
Neuroscience in Miami Beach, 
Florida. 

But it's not clear whether the 
brain differences found so far really 
influence sexual orientation; they may 
even be results of it. 

Last year there was a furor of 
controversy over the findings of Dean 



by gay brothers. Hamer suggested 
the region - called Xq28 - might have 
some link to sexual orientation.

"The first responsibility (of 
scientists) is to do outstanding sci- 
ence," said Francis RoUeston, direc- 
tor of innovation teams at the Medi- 
cal Research Council, which funds 
Canadian medical research, health 
sciences and bio-medicine. For 
Rolleston, part of that means waiting 
until a significant sample is taken 
before drawing conclusions. 

According to Rolleston, sci- 
entists should be responsible for what 
they discover. "Scientists are calling 
for strong regulatory requirements," 
he said "They want guide-lines there 
to know how to proceed and [to know] 
how [results] can be used." 

McKay of SIECON doesn't 
think that the responsibility for scien- 
tific discovery lays solely in the hands 
of the scientific community. "They 
have an ethical responsibility to let 
their findings be known no matter 
what they are. This is a question of 
ethics for society at large," he said. 

For Monette too, preventing 
ill-use of genetic research is the gen- 
eralpublic'sresponsibility. "Wehave 
to be extremely vigilant with what is 




aborting a homosexual fetus. 

The problem of parental test- 
ing is already reality in some coun- 
tries. In China, parents are finan- 
cially penalized for having more than 
one penalized for having more than 
one child. And since male children in 
china are preferred over females, the 
abortion of female fetuses skyrock- 
eted after a test for the sex of the fetus 
was developed. It was only last month 
that the government banned prenatal 
testing for sex. 

A tool for discrimination 

Others argue that the discov- 
ery of a biological link to sexual 
orientation could lead to other forms 
of discrimination. "They'll say that 
it's a disease, that when you're gay 
you're sick, like a cancer," says 
Marie-Andree Lemay, who is also 
the director of communications for 
Le Centre des Gaies et Lesbiennes. 
"There's also the danger of employ- 
ers could make tests obligatory." 

While both the scientific and

Education as priority 

Regardless of what biological 
links to homosexuality are discov- 
ered, some believe that discrimina- 
tion will not end whether homosexu- 
ality is biologically determined or 
not. For James Edwards, former 
Concordia Queer Collective, ending 
discrimination against queers can't 
come through science. 

"The path to elimination of 
discrimination is through education. 
Some will discriminate because they 
ignore or are ignorant or the knowl- 
edge that we're the same as everyone 
else," he said. 

Lemay of Le Centre de Gaies 
et Lesbiennes wonders why its useful 
to study sexual attraction in the first 
place. 

She is indignant that people 
question why people are homosexual. 
"It's natural to be gay," she said. 
"Why are people straight? We never 
ask." 
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Homophobia within Women's Centre Collectives

Many Women's Centres suf- 
fer from homophobia which they di- 
rect to any visible lesbians within 
their collective or who are the very 
members they are attempting to serve. 
They are afraid of providing services 
to lesbians or allowing their collec- 
tive members to be who they are for 
fear of being labeled as man-haters or 
lesbians themselves. What they are 
lacking is an understanding of what 
homophobia is all about and how it is 
used to keep the centre in line.. 

Many women and women 
centres in general assumed that being 
labeled homophobic is an attack on 
their integrity. Ethnocentric view- 
points cause most people to personal - 
ize labels as something wrong with 
them rather from learning from it. 
Situations such as this occurs when 
men believe it "sexist" to be included 
in the violence against women; some 
white people disagree to being la- 
belled racist, because Ihey are white; 
non-natives will deny being part of 
native opjjp^ssion because they were 
not arouitfftlVe hundred years ago. 
Wotnen of colour and Anishmabek 
women understand these issues as do 
feminist workers who defend the 
meaning of "Men's violence against 
women" to men every time rape as 
power and not as a sexual act is dis- 
cussed. However, when it comes to 
women's cerrt^SK being labelled 
homophobic the defence used, is it 



doesn't matter that a women sleeps 
with another woman. In truth, when 
feminist say "It doesn't matter to me 
whom you sleep with" or "Lesbian 
material does not need to be visible at 
women's centres," they deny the 
wholeness of women's sexual iden- 
tity and its social expression. Most 
importantly, it denies the power of 
homophobia and only continues the 
enforcement of heterosexual conu-ol 
over women's lives. Heterosexism 
works very hard to maintain its own 
sexual identity by using marriage, 
family and religion to ensure its ex- 
istence, often at the loss of lesbian 
identity that causes our invisibility. 
Can we be safe anywhere, if we can- 
not feel safe in a woman's centre 
space? 

Homophobia as a weapon 
needs heterosexism, heterose.xism is 
an assumption the worid is hetero- 
sexual, thejwwerand privilege asso- 
ciated with it normal. This undeni- 
ably creates an illusion of only one 
sexuality: compulsory heterosexual- 
ity. Toputawomaninherplaccjust 
call her a slut, whorc or lesbian. These 
words are meant to disenipower 
women for stepping out of line. Cer- 
tainly this is a source of power that 
abusers and batteres use to control 
the ir women, call them lesbians when 
the attempt to take control ordissoci- 
ate themselves from the abuse. Call- 
ing someone lesbian, especially those 
who are not, threatens them with a 
loss of power. Why else are lesbians 
harassed verbally on the street by 
people shouting out "Lesbian!" Ob- 
viously lesbians do not benefit from 
this as we already know who we are. 
Lesbian baiting is not acceptable to 



men; women being independent, liv- 
ing whole lives and fighting for wom- 
en's rights as feminists. So any 
woman who steps out of role, espe- 
cially way to prove they are not les- 
bian. Assuming a woman is living a 
heterosexual lifestyle and therefore 
not a lesbian, is heterosexism as her 
lifestyle does not always ensure her 
sexual identity. Often she has been 
forced to make a choice because of 
her socialization and because of op- 
pression women may face when 
choosing an alternative lifestyle re- 
gardless of any sexual identity asso- 
ciation. 

As society comes to under- 
stand feminism there is an increasing 
attempt to keep feminist definitions 
centered around men. Society does 
not want women to find their Uue 
female power. For the same reasons 
lesbians and women's centres are 
constantlyunderattack. Socialization 
has taught us if you love women you 
must hate men; if you are a feminist, 
you must hate men. therefore, you 
must be a lesbian. The outcome to 
this is: most feminists, working at 
women's centre, stay in line; they do 
not tread on anyone's toes; they do 
not allow themselves to be associated 
with lesbians issues. As a preventa- 
tive measure, lesbians are asked to be 
invisible, closeted, nonexistent at 
women's centres. This becomes es- 
pecially true for out staff members 
who are privately tolerated as long as 
they remain asexual. Heterosexual 
members have no comprehension of 
their own sexuality that they bring 
into the centre. 

Lesbians are asked to think of 
the other women that have to be pro- 



tected. We are told venerable women 
come here for support, incest survi- 
vors, battered women and women in 
need. We are told the main thing is to 
protect these women, after all that is 
the purj)ose of the centre. What are 
we protecting them from? VVc arc 
protecting them from the patriarchy , 
the male dominators and enforcers 
whocontrol theoppression of women. 
They anempi to destroy organiza- 
tions created specially to fight this 
oppression; society refuses to ac- 
knowledge this oppressionof women, 
who are under attack by men as if we 
were at war. So funders, social serv- 
ices, churches, police, courts, every- 
one they must be lesbians. In truth 
we must recognize this as the con- 
tinuation of the oppression of women, 
nothing more. Instead of silencing 
lesbians, we should be teaching 
women why they are labelled lesbi- 
ans, teach them they are regaining 
their power and are fighting back, 
which society has never favoured so 
they are labelled as deviants. 

We must understand what a 
homophobic free society would mean 
to everyone: children would not be 
called tomboys or sissies; affection 
would open up; people would hug 
easier; women could work wherever 
without being labelled as masculine; 
and less violence since men would 
not have to prove their manhood. If 
this appears to sound like sexism and 
gender roles it is. Homophobia is a 
very effective weapon of sexism along 
with economic power and violence 
against women. Ifyou free the world 
of homophobia you free the world of 
gender roles and open the door to 
eouality. This seems to appear to be 



a very simple solution. But it is not 
that easy since we all know of the 
power of patriarchy and male domi- 
nance and control. NVhen lesbians 
speak up they are silenced for the 
exact same reasoijsexpresscd above. 
They silence thpijaBelves withtidEr- 
nalized homophcfcia because they are 
afraid they will not be asked to be 
volunteers or will be seen as man- 
hating or too radical. 

1 am very proud to report that 
our women's centre provides a very 
safe space for the lesbians of LU, at 
least according to my own experi- 
ence. They welcomed me into the 
centre and requested assistance when 
lesbian issues were addressed. They 
are not afraid to enforce the women 
only policy nor has being labelled 
man-haters deterred them from their 
request to provide a safe space for 
women. 1 strongly encourage all les- 
bians and Two Spirited women to use 
the centre and get involved with the 
programs they are offering. From my 
very first contact with them I was 
received warmly and without judg- 
ment. The collective members I have 
had personal contact with speak out 
against homophobia and actively en- 
courage lesbian participation. As a 
visible lesbian within this hetero- 
sexual institution I really appreciate 
the service of the LU Women ' s Cen- 
tre. As a feminist organization com- 
peting in a patriarchal world, homo- 
phobia as a tool of oppression of wo- 
men has been recognized by them 
and identified for what it truly is. This 
involves having lesbian material and 
newspapers visible and defending our 
right to feel safe wherever we may be 
or whoever we may be. 



Gays, Lesbians, and Bisexuals continue fight for liuman rights

They gay and lesbian com- 
munity's struggle for recognition of 
basic legal and human rights, has 
been challenged every step of the 
way. Simple work-related and social 
benefits which heterosexual couples 
take for granted are yet to be enjoyed 
by same-sex couples. 

James Egan and John Nesbit, 
a couple who have been together for 
the last 46 years, are fighting for the 
right to be treated as legal spouses. 
Egan, 73, was denied spousal ben- 
efits for Nesbit, 69, when he applied 
for them in 1986 upon receiving his 
pension. Currently, they are fighting 
their case at the Supreme Court of 
Canada, after losing their Federal 
Court of Appeal case. 

This is not the first time the 



the basis that Mossop and his partner 
did not constitute the definition of a 
"family". 

Last July, in Toronto, Jim 
Rawson applied for spousal death 
benefits following the death of his 
partner, Anglican priest James 
McCue. The death benefits are part 
of a pension coverage that every 
Anglican priest pays for and which, 
upon death, the surviving spouse is 
entitled to claim. His request was 
turned down and now Rawson, 35, 
has decided to fight the church. He 
has lodged a complaint with the On- 
tario Human Rights Commission. 

Custody of Children 

When it comes to adopting 
children or having a child through 
artificial insemination, gay and les- 
bian couples are met with a more 
difficult challenge. If the biological 
parent suddenly dies, the other part- 
ner, who helped raise the child, has 
no legal rights to the child. And 
same-sex spouses of Canadian citi- 
zens cannot take advantage of the

Supreme Court has dealt with gay 
rights issues. Last year, Brian 
Mossop, a gay federal employee, 
fought for work-related benefits he 
would have received if his partner 
was female. The court ruled that he 
was not eligible for the benefits on 



family reunification provisions of 
Canada's Immigration Act. 

Efforts to end these discrimi- 
natory practices and extend equal 
rights to gays and lesbians have been 
challenged by people such as Liberal 
MP Roseanne Skoke. She opposes a 



projwsed phrase in Bill C-4I , which 
calls for special penalties if an offense 
is committed against a person be- 
cause the accused hates that person's 
race, gender, rel igion or sexual orien- 
tation. 

The new legislation would 
include homosexuals and lesbians in 
the Canadian charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, making it illegal to dis- 
criminate against someone for their 
sexual orientation. Skoke has been 
quoted as saying that by granting 
special rights and status to the gay 
and lesbian community it would be 
"undermining and destroying our 
Canadian values and Christian mo- 



rality." 

Some of the bat- 
tles won 

The gay and 
lesbian community 
has nonetheless 
won some of its 
battles. The first 
was overcome in 
1977, when the 
Parti Quebecois 
government 
changed the Que- 
bec Charter of Hu- 
man Rights to ban 
discrimination on 
the basis of sexual 
orientation Quebec 
was the first prov- 
ince to do so. 

The next battle 
won was the Que- 
bec Human rights 
Commission's re- 
port which came 
out last June. The 
report was the result of six days of 
public hearings in November. The 
report made 41 recommendations 
which included same-sex rights to 
pension, retirement, insurance and 
other benefits which heterosexual 
common-law couples receive. How- 
ever, the commission did not touch 
the subject of adoption by same-sex 
couple, saying that this matter would 
need further investigation. 

But there have been many 
defeats as well, most recently the 
rejection of bill 1 67 in Ontario which 
would have ensured benefits for same- 
sex couples. The Ontario NDP gov- 
ernment was badly shaken last June 



when a dozen New Democrats, in- 
cluding two cabinet ministers, joined 
the opposition in voting against the 
bill, the gay and lesbian community 
felt betrayed by the NDP government 
for holding a free vote in the first 
place. 

An earlier defeat was in To- 
ronto in 1 99 1 , when Metro Toronto's 
management comm ittee voted against 
a proposal that would have extended 
health benefits to include same-sex 
spouses of its employees. 

The Canadian Human Rights 
Commission only added sexual ori- 
entation as a basis for discrimination 
two years ago. The decision fol- 
lowed the outcome of Graham Haig 
and Joshua Birch's case in Toronto, 
where the couple asked for work- 
related spousal benefits. They had 
won their case on the basis of dis- 
crimination. 

Now, groups like EAGLE and 
LEGIT (Lesbian and Gay Immigra- 
tion Task Force) are lobbying the 
government to end discrimination of 
gays and lesbians. 

Mossop had lost his case be- 
cause it was on the basis that he and 
his partner formed a family. The Hag 
and Birch case won because they 
fought on the basis of discrimination. 

The Canadian Human Rights 
Commission has been pressuring the 
government to change the law so that 
it applies to discrimination against 
sexual orientation. 

Every province's Human 
Rights Commission, with the excep- 
tion of Alberta and the North West 
Territories, have formally accepted 
sexual orientation as motive for dis- 
crimination.

A jazz scene in Sudburyl The 
city that wascountry before coun- 
try before, during and after coun- 
try was cool? Hard rock town? 
That's right. Friday night's con- 
cert by Lisa Martinelli, an up and 
coming Canadian jazz vocalist, 
was the perfect complement to 
Sudbury's up ad coming jazz 
scene. The Fraser auditorium 
turned from black to smoky blue 
as Martinelli gave her interpreta- 
tionsof standard jazzclassics circa 
1 940, 1 950. Martinelli is a natural 
performer with an infectious en- 
ergy and charm that delights eve- 
ryone who see her. Her engaging 
on-stage presence and captivat- 
ing voice come together in an 
irresistible performance. 

When artists come to play at Laurentian, they leave the band at home. 
Why bother when you've got one of the hottest bands around waiting there 
for you there already? The house band consists of Jack Broumpton, drums, 
Tony Simpkin, piano, Allan Walsh, tenor saxophone, and Brian Quebec, 
ba.ss - all Laurentian faculty. Together they provide a centre of gravity 
around which visiting artists can fly in any direction they want. 

Bom and raised in Sault Ste. Marie, Martinelli received Mus. Bac. 
and B Ed. degrees from the University of Toronto and an Honours diploma 
for vocal jazz performance from Humber College. These days, she leads a 
three-piece in Toronto while maintaining aday-job at Humber College. Why 
jazz? Martinelli, who has studied classical music extensively, and has done 
a lot of "jobbing" (weddings, bar mitzvah, etc.) throughout her career, says 
she enjoys the improvisational elements of jazz; classical she finds is too 
restrictive. "And it's closer to my natural voice" she^dds. 

Jazz musicians and fans in Sudbury have been enjoying a growing 
interest in their style of music. Jack Broumpton, president of the Huntington 
Jazz Society, says that turnout for their concert series is successful ad 
expanding - their presentation of Oliver Jones in November attracted a 
crowd of over600. A handful of local restaurants have also begun presenting 
jazz combos on a regular basis, and they're finding out it's a good draw. 
Apparently, there is an element of the population that wants to go out, but 
isn't keen on line-dancing or bingo. Local musicians are delighted to finally 
have a place to play live. In years gone by, students studying classical music 
or jazz at Cambrian and Laurentian had to supplement their income and 
desire for a live audience by playing Top 40 in the local hotels. TTie only way 
for a musician to make any money regardless of his or her discipline was with 
a ten-gallon hat or a distortion pedal. Traditionally, the only music fans who 
were catered to in Sudbury could be divided into three camps: country, hard 
rock and blues. Variations simply weren't feasible. Ask any enterprising bar 
owner who has stuck his or her neck out to try something new. Invariably, 
the reward would be a private ai;dience with the band for the owner, his 
bartender and a waitress. And maybe one table of prosaic customers yelling 
"Play some Lynyrd Skynyrd, you Peckerheads!" 

The catalyst behind this flourishing jazz scene is the Huntington Jazz 
Society, which will do for jazz what the blues Appreciation Society has done 
for blues in Sudbury. Which is to convince club owners that there is a market 
for their type of entertainment, or failing that, cultivate their own successful 
events and bring the musicians and the music lovers together. 

Friday nights performance was the Huntington Jazz Society's third 
mainstage concert of the year, following Montreal guitarist Rob Campbell 
and internationally proclaimed pianist ( and adjunct L.U. professor) Oliver 
Jones who holds an honorary doctorate from Laurentian. Scheduled to 
appear in March is Phil Dwyer, Juno award winning pianist and sax player. 
Watch for upcoming jazz nights at Vesta Pasta, Sweet and Savory, 
and Alexandrea's.

In 1989, the Stone Roses burst onto the British 
music scene with their self-titled debut. The usually fickle 
and reserved press there called them, among other things, 
"the most interviewed, reviewed, and eulogised young 
rock band," and said they made "cocky, clever, and 
effortlessly beautiful rock and roll."

On Saturday afternoon the 
Lady Vees Basketball team defeated 
the U of T Blues 77-75 in Toronto, in 
overtime, in what was probably their 
most important and exciting game of 
the regular season. While Dianne 
Norman and Joy McNichol contin- 
ued to provide the inside offensive 
thrust for the Vees, with 20 and 17 
points respectively, 2nd year guard 
Katie Malone played an outstanding 
game in which she contributed 22 
points and sealed Laurentian's vic- 
tory with back-to-back threes. 

Noticeably absent from the 
Vees' line-up was 5th year guard 
Sue Stewart. Laurentian Coach Pe- 
ter Ennis had told the Vees earlier in 
the season that "we could beat the 
Blues even without the addition of 
Sue." It turned out that this weekend 
the Vees would have to face that test. 
Laurentian went into Toronto know- 
ing that Stewart, a key contributor in 
the Vees' earlier embarassment of 
the Blues, would not be competing 
due to illness. But "the players ral- 
lied around playing without Sue" 
and played the game with remark- 
able tenacity. In particular, Malone 
and Melanie Rathbone, who added 9 
points, performed brilliantly under 



the pressure of the clos- 
ing minutes of both the 
second half and extra 
time. 

It was a tightly- 
contested match in 
which the the lead 
changed hands repeat- 
edly. "We started out 
very strong, played 
good defence, and 
moved the ball inside 
to our forwards [Dianne 
and Joy]," noted Ennis. 
Up by 8 points, the Vees 
looked to be in a good 
position with one 
minute left in the first 
half, until the Blues' 
Sharon Butler drained 
two threes from outside 
to cut the Vees' lead to 
2. Half-time score, 35- 
33, in Laurentian's fa- 
vour. 

In the second 
half, "Toronto packed 
it in — they had four or five girls in- 
side covering Dianne and Joy — and 
we struggled a bit offensively," ad- 
mitted Ennis. "We needed someone 
to step up and establish a perimeter

threat." Enter Katie Malone. Despite 
suffering a twisted ankle in practice 
two days earlier, Katie managed to 
record 22 points in the game, many of 
them coming at the most opportune 



times for Laurentian. 
With three 
minutes remaining in 
the second half, Katie 
twice evened up the 
score. Toronto took 
the lead at 64 with 
one minute left, and 
it was Joy's turn to 
tie the game. Melanie 
Rathbone then net- 
ted the go-ahead two 
for Laurentian. The 
Blues' Laura 

Pinkney, refusing to 
accept defeat, an- 
swered with a To- 
ronto basket and, 
fouled on the play, 
made good with her 
free throw attempt, 
putting the Blues up 
by a single point. 

Only seconds 
were left in the game, 
and Laurentian's 
hopes were on the 
verge of failing. Fortunately for the 
LU cause, Katie Malone was fouled 
while attempting "what was clearly a 
three" according to Coach Ennis, but 
only two free throws were awarded 



by the official. Katie took the dra- 
matic route, missing her first free 
throw and, with her second, success- 
ful, free throw, sending the game into 
extra time tied at 67. 

The Blues jumped into the 
lead in extra time, leading 73-69 be- 
fore Mel Rathbone came through once 
again, sinking both free throws to cut 
the lead in half. Dianne Norman, spent 
from the exertion of spending most 
of the game on the court, couldn't 
convert her two trips to the charity 
stripe. Stepping up once again was 
Katie Malone, who, in the final minute 
of the game, nailed one trey to put the 
Vees up 74-73, then answered To- 
ronto's upstart basket from Laura 
Pinkney with yet another three- 
pointer.

Basketball Vees Rolling Along

On Saturday afternoon 
the Laurentian Voyageurs 
Men's Basketball team visited 
and defeated the U of T Varsity 
Blues by a score of 76-7 1 . The 
game was a hard-earned re- 
venge for an earlier loss that 
the Blues had dealt to at Lau- 
rentian 's home-opener. The 
dynamic duo of Brad Harm and 
Shawn Swords were once again 
major factors in the Vees' vic- 
tory, netting 27 and 16 points 
respectively, while 2nd year 
guard Cory Bailey had an ex- 
plosive game with 20 points. 

The first half of the 
game was crucial for the Vees' 
self-confidence. They wanted 
to come out and send a mes- 
sage that their previous blow- 
out of Ryerson was by no 
means an aberration. Unfortu- 
nately Laurentian's eagerness 
worked against them early in 
the game. A combination of 
forced passes, failed fast breaks 
and a solid Blues defense saw 
the Blues steadily mount a lead 
over the Voyageurs, until U of 
T led by 16 with about five 
minutes to go. Coach Campbell 
wisely called a time-out and 
challenged his players to "get 
out there and compete on an 
individual basis." The follow- 
ing 9 points by Cory Bailey 
and 7 by Brad Hann displayed 
their evident response to 
Campbell's challenge, as the 





Voyageurs managed to cut the 
1 6-point gap down to a 40-33 
margin at half-time. 

The game featured intense 
physical play as the refs al- 
lowed some questionable con- 
tact between the players to 
continue. While this appeared 
to work to U of T's advantage 
initially in limiting the effec- 
tiveness of Swords's drives in 
particular, the Vees' perim- 
eter game was very much alive. 
Campbell also complimented 
his inside men, Dave Mate, 
Mike Scott, Blair Morris, and 
Adam Dusome, for finishing 
their plays and coming up with 
some timely baskets. 

The second half witnessed 
the apparent physical mis- 
match between the Blues' 
much taller team and the Voy- 
ageurs' more compact squad 
nullified by the Vees' speed in 
getting to the ball. This was 
crucial in terms of picking up 
a host of rebounds that simply 
shouldn't have fallen Lauren- 
tian's way. Swords, with 1 1, 
Bailey, with 7, and Scott, with 
6, were particularly effective 
weapons in this area. 

Campbell praised the Voy- 
ageurs for their U-ansition game 
and their uncanny defence, and 
said "these elements are what 
got us back into the game." 
They were also the elements 
that ultimately allowed the 
Voyageurs to take the lead at 
71 with four minutes to go and 
hold that lead until the final 
buzzer went, with a final score 
of 76-71. With that win the 
Vees improved to a 2-2 record 
and solidified their position in 
the CIAU rankings. 
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
